WASHINGTON, May 17.—Trouble in 
the Federal Trade Commission over 
hew rules recently adopted were aired 
today, when the two contending groups 
ef Commissioners gave to newspapers 
gtatements of their dissenting views. 

One of the new rules provides that if 
firms complained of consent to aban- 
don their alleged unfair practices, the 
charges against them shall be dropped 
by stipulation. Another rule provides 
that there shall be no detailed publicity 
of complaints involving cases so ad- 
justed. A hint that the minority can be 
subjected to fine and imprisonment for 
giving publicity in cases in which 1t is 
forbidden by the majority is resented 
fn the minority statement, which con- 
tends that the majority has no power 
to prevent any dissenting Commissioner 
from giving his views to the public. 

The differences in the commission 
have aroused interest among Senators 
and Representatives, and already there 
is talk, even by members of Congress 
sympathetic with the fundamental ob- 
jects of the commission, of abolishing 
it or’ radically amending its functions. 
The charge is made that the new rules 
are a distinct departure from rules 
sanctioned by President Wilson when 
the commission was established, and are 
contrary to the public interest. 

The contending parties to the present 
controversy are Vernon W. Van Fleet, 
Chairman; Charles W. Hunt and former 
Representative Willlam E. Humphrey of 
Washington, the newest member of the 
commission and President Coolidge’s 
pre-convention campaign manager in the 
West, forming the majority which put 
the new rules into effect, and Huston 
Thompson, former Chairman and close 
friend of President Wilson, and ex- 
Senator John F. Nugent of Idaho, com- 
posing the minority. 


Says Changes Are Approved. 


The statement of the majority was 
written by Commissioner Humphrey, 
who says the changes made “have met 
with practically universal approval,’’ 
adding that ‘‘the only protest so far has 
come from those who preach the doc- 
trine that there is no honesty in the con- 
duct of business of this country.’’ 

Under the old procedure of the com- 
mission a complaint of unfair practices 
was given out and the case heard before 
the commission, which declared whether 
the firm complained of was guilty or in- 
nocent. If found guilty, the firm was 
ealled upon to discontinue its unfair 
methods and that decision was announced 
through the press. Under the new rule 
a complaint is dismissed upon a stipula- 
tion by the offending firm that it will 
discontinue its unfairness. 

According to Commissioner Nugent, for 
himself and Commissioner Thompson, the 
complaint in such cases ‘‘is dismissed on 
such stipulation, and the only notice 
given to the public is that the unfair 
practices complained of, without setting 
them ut, have been discontinued,”’ and, 
the dissenting members contend, *‘hon- 
est ruanufacturers and merchants are not 
afforded the protection which the statute 
cuntemplates should be accorded them.”’ 
To this it is added by Commissioner 
Nugent: 

“I believe the purchasing public have 
the right to know from the commission's 
public declaration the names of those 
manufacturers and merchants who have 
robbed them of their money.” 

In his statement for the majority 
Commissioner Humphrey asserts that 
the new rule fully meets the complaint 
of the minority by providing that when 
@ business complained of is fraudulent 
or conducted in a fraudulent manner, 
“the commission is warranted in the 
belief that no agreement made with the 
proposed respondent will be kept by 
him."’ In such cases, he adds, the new 
rule provides that ‘‘the protection of the 
public demands that the regular proced- 
ure by complaint and order shall pre- 
vail.” 

Humphrey Hits at Nugent. 


Mr. Humphrey says Commissioner 
Nugent appeared to have been unaware 
of this rule, and remarks with sarcasm: 
“If he had known of it, of course, his 
criticism would not have been made, 
which undoubtedly has to a certain ex- 
tent misled the public as to the real 
attitude of the commission.” 

Of the criticism of Messrs. Nugent and 
Thompson concerning the rule barring 
publicity in certain cases, Mr. Hum- 
phrey contends that this is not a 
change. It has always been the policy 
of the commission, he says, ‘‘not to 
give out publicity when an application 
for a complaint is dismissed.”’ 

“It is a source of satisfaction to the 
majority,” Mr. Humphrey continues, 
“that Commissioner Nugent does not 
object to the most important change in 
relation to publicity—that of giving out 
a statement by the commission when 
the case is finally disposed of, instead 
of giving it out when the complaint is 


filed—and it is also a great relief to 
the majority to know that Commis-

ALBANY, May 17.—What is consid- 
| ered here an attempt at retallation by 
ae on Governor Smith for his 
veto of the Thayer State Park bill is 
contained in a letter of censure sent by 
Attorney General Ottinger to Robert 
Moses, President of the Long Island 
Park Commission, and made public to- 
night. 

Besides criticizing Mr. Moses for an 
administration which he says spent $63,- 
039.74 in overhead while only paying 
$50 for land between June 12, 1924, and 
May 14, 1925, the Attorney General 
wrote: 

“You must realize that the deprivation 
of the immediate use of lands for public 
parks to be enjoyed by the people is the 
direct result of the Governor's veto. 
The responsibility for hamstringing the 
park program rests with him,” 

In vetoing the $6,000,000 Thayer State 
Park bili Governor Smith called it an 
attempt to inject politics into the park 
improvement plan and said Republican 
amendments to the original measure 
were “designed to bring every possible 
department and agency in the Govern- 
ment into the park program and to give 
every possible public officer and board 
a chance to dip into the park funds.” 

When the veto was announced As- 
semblyman Hutchinson, Republican, 
Chairman of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, asserted that Mr. 
Moses was responsible for the Gover- 
nor’s action. 


Ottinger States Policy. 


“I intend,” the Attorney General’s let- 
ter to Mr. Moses read, “‘to carry for- 
ward a policy which will negative any 
intention on the part of anybody to 
play politics with the parks. ’ 

“As you know, I am awaiting the rec- 
ommendations to be made by the Coun- 
cil of Parks, Such recommendation will 
be madep ursuant to my request to 
adopt a less technical policy for the 
|purpose of expediting construction of 
the people’s parks. 

“‘l am, however, opposed to the illegal 
practice of appropriating lands when no 
funds are available to pay the Owners. 
We owe them an obligation for taking 
their property, often without their con- 

sent. 

“In your latter to me you state that 
you regret the resignation of Mr. Stagg 
[C. Tracy Stagg, Special Deputy Attor- 

| ney General assigned to State park ac- 
tivities] ‘as a calamity.’ Prior to the re- 
ceipt of your letter I wrote Mr. Stagg ex- 
pressing my regret. In that letter I also 
informed him ‘that, contrary to your as- 


sertions, 1 had at no time disapproved 
of the fees for his services. 

“Speaking also as a _ public spirited 
citizen I trust that you will be able to 
see to it that the four attorneys whom 
you have employed as’ President of the 
Long Island State Park Commission will 
recelve their just compensation. I am 
not surprised at the anxiety which 1 
am informed exists on that score in view 
of the virtual exhaustion of your 1924 
appropriations and the small deficiency 
appropriation Which you secured for le- 
eal services.

ROME, May 17.—Well over 60,000 
persons, probably the largest crowd 
that ever has been inside St. Peter's 
basilica at any one time since the 
coronation of Pius X. twenty-two years 
ago, 
series of ‘Jubilee year canonizations 
which are to be performed every Sun- 
day for the next few weeks, by raising 
to sainthood the French nun Sister 
Thérése of the Infant Jesus. France 
alone sent 15,000 pilgrims for the oc- 
easion, while a conservative estimate 
places the Americans who assisted at 
this impressive ceremony at 15,000. 

Though the function was not sched- 
uled to start till 8 o’clock this morning, 
special street car service, which began 
at 4 o'clock, transported the first 
groups of eager pilgrims. By 6 o'clock 
the huge basilica, which can hold close 
to 70,000, was filled to the utmost 
capacity. By §8 o'clock St. Peter's 
Square contained tens of thousands of 
disappointed ticket holders who had 
been unable to enter the basilica. 

Canonizations being one of the most 
important functions of the Catholic 
Church, Pontiffs celebrate them person- 
ally. The ceremony was an extremely 
long one, lasting from 8 o’clock in the 
morning until after 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Less than three hours after the end 
of the fatiguing morning function the 
Pope again descended into St. Peter's 
to venerate the new saint. This function 
was also watched by record breaking 
crowds, which included a majority of 
those who failed to gain admittance in 
the morning. 

Loud Speaker Used for First Time, 


The great innovation at today’s cere- 
mony was the installation of a loud 
speaker, which enabled the Pontiff's 
voice to be heard throughout the long 
ceremony ,in the furthermost recesses of 
the huge basilica. The experiment, 
which marks a complete departure from 


the Vatican's conservative habits, was a | 
huge success and immensely pleased all | 


those who, owing to distance from the 
altar where the Pontiff was officiating, 
could not see much, of what was going 
on. They at least distinctly heard every 
word Pius uttered. 

The Pontiff entered St. Peter’s through 
the door facing the main altar and was 
carried in the sedia gestatoria the whole 
length of the church to the Papal throne 
between cheering throngs which knelt 

| reverently when he raised his hand in 
sign of benediction. He was dressed in 
| full Pontifical robes and was surrounded 
; by the colorful Papal court in full-dress 
uniforms. 
semicircular ostrich feather fans were 
carried aloft by purple-clad attendants. 
He was followed by all the Cardinals 
present in Rome, including Cardinal 
Dougherty of Philadelphia, dressed in 
ermine, and yt a group of over 
| Bishops and rehbishops from every

Reaching the Papal throne, which was | 
erected facing the altar of the confes- | 


sion under Bernini's famous bronze can- 
opy, supported by four twisted bronze 
columns, the Pope conducted a lengthy 
ceremonial of canonization which was 
packed with mystic ritual. The culmi- 
nating moment came when the Vatican 
silver bugles suddenly blared forth from 
|the height of the dome of St. Peter’s, 
| filling the basilica with a delightful, 
harmonious melody which seemed to de- 
scend from Heaven. A few seconds after 
the bugles’ refrain was echoed by boom- 
ing bells of Rome's 400 churches,

C. C. Stillman Founds Harvard Poetry Chair; 


Requests Inclusion 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 17.—Charles 
Chauncey Stillman of New York City, 
who recently purchasgd several par- 
cels of local property which, if in un- 
favorable hands, could thwart the ex- 
pansion planned for Harvard in the fu- 
ture, has again become a benefactor of 
the university. He has endowed a pro- 
fessorship of poetry to be named after 
the late Professor Charles Eliot Norton 
as a tribute for what the professor did 
for Harvard and Harvard men and’ in 
reverence for his memory. 

Mr. Stillman asks that in the adminis- 
tration of the gift poetry be inter- 
pretated in its broadest sense, including 
not only verse but all poetic expression 
in language, music, fine arts or archi- 
tecture. 

The donor, a former pupil of Professor 
Norton, was graduated from Harvard 
in 1898. The incumbents of the profes- 
sorship of poetry are to be chosen with- 
out limits of nationality, from men of 
high distinction and preferably of inter- 
national! reputation. It is not at present 
contemplated that there shall be any- 
thing in the way of permanent tenure 
of the appointment, although all the 
details have not yet been determined. 

The terms of the gift make it ob- 
ligatory on the holder of the professor- 
ship to deliver each year at least six 
public lectures upon poetry, not previ- 
ously printed or delivered, for the sub- 
sequent publication of which the gift 
provides. ;

Mr. Stillman is a director of the Har- 
vard Alumni Association, a member of 
the Overseers’ Visiting Committee on 
the Fogg Museum and the Division of 
Fine Arts, and a member of the Board 
of Managers of the Harvard Club of 
New York City. He is also a member of 
the newly selecteu Committee on the 
Harvard Fund. 

A gift from. James Stillman, the pres- 
ent donor's father, made possible the 
Stilman Infirmary at Harvard. The 
son is already being hailed as a Harvard 
benefactor through the fact that the 
Moodna Farms, Inc., of which he is 
President, purchased property which the 
university authorities did not care to 
buy but which was located at strategic 
points in the university’s plans for 
eventual expansion. 

First, Mr. Stillman purchased Beck 
Hall, the private dormitory where he 
lived as an undergraduate, to prevent, 
for reasons of gentiment, the erectio 
of an apartment house on the site. He 
wanted his two sons, soon to enter 
college, to occupy his old .suite. 

His most recent purchase was the site 
of St. Paul's Catholic Church and rec- 
tory, where the former owners intended 
to build a ten-story hotel, to be named 
for Theodore Roosevelt, directly in the 
path of the Havard Planning Boari’s 
development project. Mr. Stillman said 
that he acquired the property ‘‘to hold 
it until Harvard University wants to 
make use of it.’*

OINDRY NAVY GUILTY 
OF SMUGGLING RUM 


Coast Guards Court-Martialed 


Here Sentenced to 6 Months 
in Richmond Jail. 


‘PERSONNEL CRISIS IN JULY 


| Many Enlistments Run Out and 
|Men Are Loath to Renew—Find 
Work Hard, Leaves Short. 


Six members of the Coast Guard as- 
signed to this territory have been found 
guilty by courts-martial of smuggling 
liquor into New York, and sentenced to 
serve six months each, it was learned 
yesterday at the headquarters of Base 2, 
Stapleton, S. I. Three other en- 
listed men, it was said, have been 
sentenced to ninety days each, for in- 
toxication. 

Nineteen men In all have been con- 
fined for varying periods in the Rich- 
mond County Jail, awaiting courts- 
martial for various offenses. When 
officers of the Coast Guard have been 
asked to discuss the nature of the 
charges against the prisoners they have 
replied that the men were being held 
merely for minor infractions of service 
regulations. 

No information about the trials of the 
convicted men was obtainable yesterday, 
beyond the statement that all had been 
heard by courts-martial convened in the 
Coast Guard Headquarters in the Barge 
Office. In connection with the smug- 
gling charges, there have been reports 
that a few of the members of the ser- 
vice had been bringing liquor in be- 
fore the blockading fleet began its oper- 
ations, storing the contraband in small 
quantities on Manhattan piers for re- 
moval later. Offices have denied this 
persistently. 

All the convicted men, 
have been lodged in the Richmond 
County Jail to serve their time. Usual- 
ly such prisoners are sent to Federal 
prisons, but it was explained that in 
these cases the Government had entered 
into an arrangement with the Sheriff 
of Richmond County to board the men 
at a fixed daily charge. 

Another development at the Staten 
Island base was‘the disclosure that de- 
pletion of crews on the blockading fleet 
was threatened. A high percentage of 
the trained men manning the ships or 
stationed at the bases in this division 
of the Coast Guard are due for dis- 
charge from the service on July 1, when 
their term of enlistment ends. Few of 
them intend to sign again. It was re- 
ported that of the 90 men aboard the 
destroyer Porter, for example, about 30 
per cent. would refuse to re-enlist. 


Men Say Leaves Are Short. 


Several explanations were offered for 
the unwillingness of the men to con- 
tinuesin the service. The most serious 
complaint, it seemed, Was that —the 
 ahenmmanes patrol duty required by the 
| blockade of Rum Row cut into the 
men’s shore leave. The men also feel 
they work very hard at sea, and under 
a strain during the night watches. This 
makes the brief shore visits all the 
harder. Men on the smaller vessels of 
the fleet called attention to the danger

of their services in chasing rum-runners | 


through shallow shore waters. 

Word from the fleet at Rum Row pre- 
dicted last night that after twenty-four 
more hours only two ships would re- 
main on .the fading liquor line. They 
are steamships, one French and the 
other Dutch. They are well provisioned 
and can remain indefinitely. When the 
constant patrol of tne dry navy began 
two weeks ago about thirty craft dipped 
in the swells off this port, each feeding 
liquor. into New York. 

Counteracting the optimism of the 
Federal blockaders, however, was the 
report that the notorious Cigarette, a 
rum runner whose tremendous speed 
has made her virtually a phantom to 
the pursuing dry vessels, was out again. 
The long, narrow, low-lying craft, with 
engines tuned to a nicety, was said to 
have slipped through the mists of Satur- 
day night and vanished toward the open 
sea. 

Four of the picket boats, which have 
been on duty at the scene of the rum 
war, returned at 7 o'clock last night to 
the Stapleton base. They have been on 
duty along a fifteen-mile beat, stretch- 
ing south from the Ambrose Lightship. 
Just betorc the four dry boats were re- 
lieved, two schoolers, which had been 
anchored near the two rum steamers, 
clapped on sail and headed out to sea. 

Four other Federal boats arrived at 
Piers.17 and 18 shortly after the Am- 
brose patrol came in. The second ar- 
rivals were 35-footers which had been 
on patrol for five days off Cape May, 
N. J. They reported severe weather at 
sea Saturday night, and ali‘ships were 
turned in for repairs to engines. The 
crews reported that they had been 
standing by two three-masted schooners 
off the Jersey coast. The decks of the 
schooners were piled high with liquor 
cases under canvas. On Saturday night 
an exceptionally heavy fog came down 
and the crews of the dry boats said that 
conditions were ideal for rum runners,

BOATS HURRY TO RESCUE 


Ex-Aviator, Diving, Frees Un- 
conscious Guardsman Pinioned 
Under Water. 


Two National Guard aviators, tangled 
in their wrecked plane when it crashed 
into New York Bay at dusk last eve- 
ning, were rescued by policemen and a 
fellow flier, who dived repeatedly to free | 
one of them. One was so badly hurt he 
died a few hours later. | 

Lieutenant James Gordon was the man 
who lost his fe. He was taking a prac- | 
tice flight with a companion when they | 
struck an air pocket and plunged ncarly 
1,000 feet into the bay near the Great} 
Kills Lighthouse. A crowd at Miler | 
Field, New Dorp, the National Guard 
flying field, swa the accident. 

The plane was badly wrecked when it | 
struck the water. The forward part of | 
the machine was submerged and Lieu- | 
tenant Gordon, caught in the front seat, 
unable to loosen his safety belt, was | 
rescued from drowning only by the 
timely arrival of the former army avi- 
ator Who put out in a canoe from Miller 
Field. The latter dived three times be- 
fore he could loosen the belt. 

Lieutenant Gordon died in Staten | 
Island Hospital. His companion, 4; Ser+ 
geant Charles Lingwall, of 228 Sixty- 
first Street, Brooklyn, was hurled from 


his seat into the water and badly ‘euts | 


He, too, was saved from drowning by 
the arrival of help from Miller Field, 
which was augmented by a police 
launch and two men from New Dorp 
Beach in a skiff. 


Flier in the World War. 


Lieutenant Gordon was an experienced 
aviator. He served with the air forces 
of the A. E. F. in France during the 
World War. It was Lingwall’s first 
flight. Both men were members of the 
Twenty-seventh Division National Guard 
Aviation Service. 

Alrplanes from Miller Field are used 
for instruction and practice flights for 
National Guardmen, and Gordon had 
been tn the habit of coming down to the 
field each Sunday to pilot a plane. He 
arrived at the field early in the after- 
noon and watched his friend, Jack 
Younger, a former companion in the 
A. E. F., do tricks with a plane for 
the benefit of a Sunday crowd. The} 
Ylane used by Younger was the only 
one available for Gordon, and as soon | 
as Younger had descended Lieutenant |

FRENCH CRITICIZE

BUT URGE PAYMENT 


Press Regards American Action 
as Untimely, but Admits Set- 
tlement Is Necessary.

Counts on Curbing of Private Loans 
to Hasten Negotiations—Paris 
Expected to Lead Others.

PARIS, May 17.—French official sen- 
timént—which is not the same as French 
popular sentiment—appears to be set 
upon a serious effort to satisfy the 
American and English creditors of 
France. While French popular opinion 
is dead set against making a definite 
arrangement for the foreign war debt 
before being assured of payment by 
Germany, French political leaders, real- 
izing the enormous disadvantage inter- 
nationally under which the country la- 
bors as a doubted debtor, are now pre- 


| pared to make the best offer they think 


France can carry out. 

In an effort to satisfy French opinion 
they will try one way or another to link 
payments to America and Great Britain 
with payments by Germany under the 
Dawes plan. Experts of the Finance 
Ministry have calculated that under the 
normal working of the Dawes plan 
France can devote a maximum of 
2,000,000,000 francs paper annually to 
liquidation of the foreign debt, leaving 
it to the generosity and self-interest of 
England and America to consent to an 
arrangement to transfer those paper 
francs into foreign money without dam- 
aging French exchange, it being reck- 
oned that Americans would at least 

ant\a transfer arrangement similar te 
hat recommended for Germany. 

All the Paris papers today display a 
dispatch from Washington saying the 
American Government has now formally 
called on its debtors to settle up. One 
finds today in the French capital some 
confusion on the issue. Before having 
full information Paris does not know 
whether the summons comes from the 
Debt Funding Commission or the State 
Department. In his talks with French 
officials so far, Ambassador Herrick 
has been speaking for the Debt Com- 
mission, but it is pretty generally known 
here that Foreign Minister Briand has 
taken the stand that Ambassadors 
should address themselves to him rather 
than to Finance Minister Caillaux, 

Confusion in French Minds, 

There exists here a suspicion that the

Ministers that a settlement of war-time

There was little encouragement to be 
found here for such a project, for in- 
stance, when reports were heard recently 
that France might seek to borrow more 
money by a loan floated through private 
channels in this country to aid in bridg- 
ing over the present crisis. 

On the other hand, when England, 
which had funded her war debt, sought 
to establish credits in the United States 
to aid in returning her currency to a 
gold basis, the action of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York in promising 
aid up to $200,000,000 to the Bank of 
England received tacit approval of this 
Government. 

It is probable that the French, as well 
as other foreign Governments, will find 
it necessary to obtain further assistance 
through private loans in this country, 
and it has been pointed out that they 
can hope to accomplish such operations 
at reasonable interest rates and with 


the approval of the Administration only 
by funding the war debts. 

The argument along this line goes 
| further than to deal merely with the 
| subject of whether the Coolidge Admin- 
istration will take steps to check fur- 
'ther flotations if nothing is done to set- 
tle the inter-governmental war debt 
| problem. French opinion has been that 
| American investors are not greatly con-

But there are others closely in touch

thorough financial house cleaning is put 
into effect which will include early 
funding of the war debi.

At this time there is no tendency in 
official circles to couple with the talk 
of easier terms for France, a readjust- 
ment: of the British funding compact. 
The. position of American officials is 
that the British agreement is a closed 
incident. 

Emphasis has been laid on the possi- 
bility of a funding agreement first with 
France, because she owes more than 
any of the other eight nations notified 
and because there is a firm belief that 
the other nations will not take definite 
steps until France reaches a decision. It 
is therefore believed that the first nego- 
tiations of importance will be with 
Fiance and that possibly Italy and Bel- 
gium will follow in that order, and 
later Greece, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Esthonia and Latvia. 

In connection with the general call for 
settlement here, it. was also believed that 
all of the interallied debtors and cred- 
itors might make a move toward a gen- 
eral adjustment. 

It is the hope of the American offi- 
clals that negotiations with France may 
be concluded In time for the Debt Com- 
mission to make a report to Congress 
immediately after it reassembles in De- 
cember, setting forth terms upon which 
an euuitaste funding agreement may be 
reached.

SOFIA, May 17.—There have been

FOR FILIPINO LEPERS

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Authority 
has been given to General Wood, Gover- 
nor General of the Philippines, to begin 
a campaign in the United States to raise 
a fund of $1,000,000 for the leper colony 
at Culion.

“The disease has probably been there 
for a long time. For many centuries 
there has been intercourse with China 
and other leprosy-infected countries. 
During the Spanish régime some work 
was done by the Church for the specia 
care of lepers. * * * 

“The Culion Leper Colony is the prin- 
cipal institution for the care of lepers in 
the Philippines, having been established 
by Americans. It is said to be the larg- 
est well-organized leprosarium in the 
world, with more than 5,000 lepers. It 
is maintained by the Philippine Govern- 
ment, © © © 

“About 4,000 selected lepers in 1923 had 
been under systematic treatment with 
chaulmoogra ethyl esters, and in about 
65 per cent. of the cases the disease had 
become stationary, 25 per cent. of -he 
cases showing recession. About 300 be- 
came clinically and  bacteriologically 
negative, and a gratifying number re- 
turned to their homes on parole. 

“The change for the better is marked. 

“The maintenance of Culion is very ex- 
pensive. A treatment has recently been 
worked out which is relieving many suf- 
ferers from leprosy, and is actually cur- 
ing an encouraging percentage of cases. 


This is known as the ‘ethyl ester’ treat- 
ment, already referred to, and consists 
of intramuscular injections of suitable 
quantities of an emulsion of chaulmoogra 
oil. This oil is not available in large 
quantities, however, and is consequently 
an expensive product.”’ 


TREASURY TO REDEEM 
JUNE NOTES AT ONCE 


Reserve Banks Are Ordered to 
Take Up Debt Certificates, 
Amounting to $406,031,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (A, P.).— 
First steps toward the program of fi- 
nancing that must be carried out in 
June have been taken by the Treasury,

No other information was made avatll- 
able at the Treasury relative to the

month in advance of its due date was 
taken to mean that the program is 
progressing most satisfactorfly.

CHANG GIVES UP RAILROAD.

Council. 


GENEVA, May 17 (A. P.).—The third 
week of the international conference, 
called to frame a method for supervision | 
of traffic in arms, will begin tomorrow | 
with interest centred on whether ma- 
chinery cau be found which, without | 
weakening the League of Nation's in- | 
fluence, will assure approval by the 
United States Senate of the proposed 
convention. 


One of the oulmantins features of the 
deliberations is the dominant réle played 
in the background by the American 
Senate. All the delegates realize that 
if the convention is to have any force 
whatsoever it must be framed so as to 
be practically certain of endorsement by 
the American Parliamentary body whose 
function is the ratification of treaties.

Fifty tons of radium-bearing ore from 
Silver City, N. M., has been un-| 
loaded at Briarcliff Manor and trucked | 
to Briarcliff Lodge, where it will form 
the basis of the first artificial radio- 
active spa in existence. 

Artificial springs and a pool are now | 
being constructed and the world’s first | 
synthetic radioactive watering-place will 
be opened with ceremonies next Sunday | 
afternoon. 

Several additional carloads of ore 
will arrive later. The spa is being con- | 
structed on a lasting basis. The ore is} 
guaranteed to retain its radioactive 
powers for 3,000 years. The water, in 
flowing over the mineral, which. con- 
tains radioactive substances, carries 
away radium emanation, which is a gas 
highly charged with the rays. The 
emanation is short-lived, but the avtiv- 
ity of the water is to be renewed con- 
etantly a: water filters through. 

The radioactive waters will be used 
for drinking and bathing.

2,500 at St. John’s Cathedral 
to Pay Honor to Memory of 
Florence Nightingale. 


BISHOP PAYS’ TRIBUTE 


Large Congregation Attends First 
Ceremony of Its Kind Here— 


To Be Held Annually. 


Florence Nightingale might have 
thought her long struggle to establish 
nursing as a profession in face of mis- 
understanding and jealousy had been 
atoned for had she been able to stand 
in the Cathedral of St. John the Divine 
last night and looked down over the long 
lines of women in the blue and white 
dress of their profession gathered to do 
honor to her memory. It was a special 
memorial service, which Bishop William 
T. Manning said hé hoped would be an 
annual event, arranged by the St. Bar- 
nabas’s Guild for Nurses. 

The cathedral has held larger congre- 
gations than last night, but none that 
Was more striking in its dignified sim- 
plicity. The long lines of women in their 
uniforms of service, each with a little 
white cap, made a pattern of shifting 
color of the floor of the cathedral, 
from which the shadows played upward 
on the gray walls and into the dimness 


of the great dome. The light is sub- 
dued in St. John’s, but these disciples 
of Florence Nightingale made it seem 
a brighter place. 

There were more than 2,500 of them. 
They came in buses and ambulances 
from all over the city, from institutions 
of every sect and every order, students, 
graduate nurses, Red Cross nurses, 
overseas nurses in their trim uniforms 
and decorations for bravery under fire, 
women who had the heritage of respect 
and efficiency which Florence Night- 
ingale won for them at Balaklava and 
Inkerman. There was not room for all 
of them in the main body of the cathe- 
dral. They filled the chancel, part of 
the sanctuary and even the ambulatory. 
Some had to stand during most of the 
service. 

First Servise for Nurses 


They began to enter after the clergy 
and the choir had moved in procession 
down the south aisle. They marched 
through the main doorway, two by two, 
and as the choir sang, began to slowly 
fill the seats. It took them a full half 
hour to enter, and then there was only 
{ @ little space for hundreds of persons 


who had gathered outside in the hope 
that they. would be able to hear the 
service and see this unusual tribute to 
the profession of nursing. It was the 
first time that nurses of every creed 
and every training school have met to- 
gether for such a service in this city. 

After a brief service Bishop Manning 
welcomed the nurses, saying that he 
hoped the service would become an an- 
mual event ‘“‘to emphasize the close 
relation between the ministry of mercy 
which you exercise and the work of 
the church and the place which religion 
should hold in your lives.”’ 

‘For your work, on which depends the 
health and often the lives of those to 
whom you go,’ the Bishop continued, 
*‘you must have the best and most thor- 
ough training that science and human 
experience can give. That is essential 
and indispensable. But there is some- 
thing still beyond this, and that is the 
pow-r of your own personality and 
character. May that power which comes 
from personal touch with God be in your 
lives and show itself in the quality of 
four work and in your power to give 
aith and strength and cheer to those to 
whom you minister. 

“There are two thoughts especially in 
your minds as you gather at this ser- 
vice tonight. You want this service to 
be a reminder of that great pioneer of 

cur calling whom Longfellow calls 

he Lady with the Lamp,’ that devoted 
and noble hearted servant of humanity, 
Florence Nightingale. The second 
thought which you have in mind is the 
thought of the service rendered by the 
trained nurses during the war, and es- 

ecially the thought of those who gave 
heir lives in that great struggle for 
iberty and righteousness. It is fitting 
deed that we should think of them 
here tonight. 


Praises Their Work in War. 
“The number of Red Cross nurses serv- 
fng during the war was in all about 22,- 
000. The first casualties during the war 
were two nurses who sailed on the Mon- 


golia, who were killed by the explosion 
of a defective shell. The first American 
to be given a Distinguished Service 
Cross was a Red Cross nurse serving 
with the army, who lost an eye during 
an air raid. The records show that 
about 300 nurses died as the result of 
war service. May the thought of their 
sacrifice give you courage and devotion 
in your work for the sick and suffer- 
ing, and may it inspire us all to use 
well our opportunities. for service. 

“T ask you all now to stand for a 
_ moments in silence as we remember 
ere in the presence of God those of your 
riends and fellow-workers who gave 

eir lives in service for others.’’

He'll leave 
with his soul cleaner and in_ better 
working order than when he entered; 
that is, if he has a soul bigger than a

SEES CHURCH PERIL 
IF LIBERALS LOSE 


Dr. Coffin Warns of Dangers in 
Modernist Controversy in 
General |Assembly. 


TRAINED THINKERS NEEDED 


Opposes Barring an Effective 
Preacher From Presbyterian 
Church on Sectarian Grounds. 


The Rev. Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
Pastor of the Madison Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, Madison Avenue and 
Seventy-third Street, was oné of several 
Presbyterian ministers who discussed in 
their sermcns yesterday the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
which will begin in Columbus, Ohio, on 
Thursday. Dr. Coffin warned of the 
dangers to the Church from the present 
Mocdernist-Fundamentalist controversy, 
which is expected to come ,.to a head in 
the Genéral Assembly. His remarks 
on the losses to be sustainéd if the 
liberals fail to win leeway from the 
conservatives was regarded as bearing 
on the departure of the Rev. Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick from the First Pres- 
byterian Church. 

Speaking on ‘‘What Liberal Presby- 
terlans Are Standing For,’’ Dr. Coffin 


Baid: 

“We liberals are standing for an in- 
clusive church. We do not conceive the 
Presbyterian Church as a club or sect 
within the church catholic, held to- 

éther by agreement in theology. We 

ave no sympathy with the sectarianism 
which says: ‘We grant that so and so 
is a most effective preacher of the 
gospel, but we think his place is in 
some other communion.’ 

“If any man can preach the Gospel of 
Christ convincingly and winsomély, we 
must grant that he has been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, and to forbid him 
to minister in our pulpits seems to us 
a close to quenching the Spirit 
of God. ‘ 

“We dare not minimize the gravity 
for our Presbyterian Church of the pres- 
ent crisis. Should the narrow and in- 
tolerant counsels of certain determinéd 
léaders prevail, our Church would be 
robbed of her already damaged power 
to minister to the better educated at 
home and abroad. There is danger that 
the Presbyterian Church, which has 
boasted of her scholarship and _intelli- 
gence, may become an Object of derision 
upon the campuses ef colleges and uni- 
versities and among the intellectual léad- 
ers of our land. 

“One may say that the college-trained 
form only a fraction of the population, 
but we always have contended that we 
had a special mission to them, and they 
will determine the thought of the next 
generation. The Church which cannot 
minister to them signs its own death 
warrant, to be executed within about 
half a century. | : 

“In this inquirin age the Church 
must have trained thinkers, and think- 
ers who use current forms of thought 
and speech, to make the old Gospel 
cogent and persuasive t6 the minds of 
leaders of opinion.”’ 


DR. BOWIE PRAISES 
FOSDICK PROPOSAL 


Grace Charch Rector Urges 
the Liberalization of the 
Episcopalian Charch. 


The Rev. Dr. W. Russell Bowle, rector 
of Grace Episcopal Church, Broadway 
and Tenth Street, in his sermon yesteér- 
day morning praised the proposal to 
build a liberal Baptist church for the 
Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, and 
urged the liberalization of the Episco- 
pal Church. He suggested that the 
Board of Trustees of the Cathedral of 
St. John appoint an Advisory Council, 
at least one-half of whose members 
should be non-Episcopalians. 

“In the announcement just made,” 
said Dr. Bowie, “‘that Dr. Fosdick has 
been called to the Park Avenue Baptist 
Church, and that a geréat new stricture 
may be built near Columbia University 
in which he will ultimately carry on his 
ministry, there is evidence of the 
triumph of the compelling spirit of real 
religion, which is the mightiest thing in 
the hearts of men. This is the more 
noteworthy because of the obstacles 
which have been overcome. It is not 
difficult to understafid the rigid cofiser- 
vatism of a faction in another great 
communion which has hampéred Dr. 
Fosdick's ministry there. It would not 
be hard to understafid a spirit in the 
Baptist Church which shéuld insist on 
baptism by immérsion and refuse that 
generous basis of admission to the con- 
gregation which Dr, Fosdick proposes. 

“Our own Episcopal Church must 
learn also this neW spirit, which alone 
will be récognized as a living religion 
by the peéple of our day. The building 
of the cathedral on Morningside Heights 
has in it noble possibilities of capturing 
the imagination of this age as a sym- 
bol 6f the grandeur and inclusiveness 
of Christian faith." 


AIMS OF THE LIBERALS. 


They Stand for Constitutional Order 
and Process, Dr. Merrill Says. 


The Rev. Dr. William Pierson Mérrill 
preached on ‘‘The Aims of Liberal Pres- 
byterians’”’ yesterday in the Brick Pres- 
byterian Church, Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-seventh Street. 

“The world is waiting and the Mastet 
is calling,’ he said, ‘‘for a Church that 
shal] be simpty, wholly, only Christian. 
It is our supreme businéss to make our

in the way of that. Appeals to dénom- 
inational loyalty, to fear of change, to 
pride of inherttance—théesé méan nothing 
to Christzans. 

“It is no petty cause in which liberal 
Presbyterians are engaging. They stand 
for constitutional order and process; 
they stand for the freed6ém wherewith 
Christ makes us free. But above all, 
and through all, they stand for a Church 
worthy of its Lord, a Church as broad 
as His spirit, as high as His ideals, as 
dafing and forwardmoving as is Christ 
Himself, a Church content and humbly 
proud to ne nothing more nor less, and 
nothing else, than Christian."’ 


RADICALISM IN THE CHURCH. 


Dr. Straton Attributes Fosdick’s 
Stand to Rockefeller Influence. 


Radicalism in the church was attrib- 
uted to “‘Rockéféller influence’ by the 
Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton yesterday 
in Calvary Baptist Church, West Fifty- 
seventh Street, in a discussion of the 
Rev: Dr. Harry Emérson Fosdick’s call 
to the Park Avenue Baptist Church.

DR. MACLEOD PRAISES | 
AMY LOWELL’S WORK 


Quotes Her Biography of Keats 
on Tranquillity of Religion— 
Condemns Life of Ease. 


The Rev. Dr. Malcolm James Mac- 
Leod, pastor of the Reformed Church 
of St. Nicholas, Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-elghth Street warned his congre- 
gation yesterday against the spiritual 
dangers of a life too full of ease and 
pléasure. He said that too much tran- 
quillity {es apt to lead to neglect of the 
greatest truths of religion. Dr. Mac- 
Leod praised highly Amy Lowell's biog- 
raphy of Keats, which, he declared, 
showed profound insight and carried a 
great message. 

“Amy Lowell,”’ he sald, ‘finished, just 
before she died, a monumental biog- 
raphy of Keats, which, from what the 
critics say of It, looks as though it 
would live.” He quoted from that work 
a statement of Keata’s physician, who 
said: “Were Christianity of no use 
but to give tranquillity to the sick bed, 
it were then the greatest blessing on 
éarth.”’ 

“Life ig ennobled, not by cushions of 
ease, but by hard wooden benches of 
difficulty. In the smooth and éasy life, 
unbroken by adversity, the tendency is 
to forget God. Thé great races have 
béen reared through conflict. When we 
are most secure we should be most on 
our guard. We are educated by the 
surprises of Hfe, by the slippery grip 
we have on all things. 

“If there were no changes, would we 
ever lift our eyes to God? If there were 
nd hardships, would we ever think of 
Spiritual things? I sometimes doubt it. 
Adversity, first of all, hélps tis to see 
ourselves. We bécome encrusted from 
easy ving: emergency breaks, that 
crust, permitting the freshening breeze 
of heaven to enter. Lét a man be 
thrown on his resources—then he finds 
himself.’’ 


Dr. Proctor Says Negro Hero Obeyed 
Principle of Paul's Vision. 


The Rev. Dr. Henry Hugh Proctor 
preached on “Visions and Duties’’ yes- 
terday in the Nazarene Congregational 
Church, Herkimer Street and Troy Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. He said: 

“Christ needed a man like Paul to be 
His special representative in the world. 
In the vision on the Damascus‘ road

When the Government 
steamer Norman, with many éngineers 
and their families on board, tufned tur- 
tle, endangering the lives of all, this 
hero in black came to the rescue in his 
own little boat, and saved thirty souls 
from death, among thém the Mayor of 
Memphis and the captain of thé steamer. 
Forgetting race and prejudice, he felt 
only the call of humanity and saved 
nien and women alike."

“Prayer is one of the mainstays of our 
life, a grace given to us to aid in our 
attainment of eternal salvation, and still 
it is one of the sad features of our 
everyday lives that we fall to use it 
to anything like the extent we should,” 
said the Rev. Lafayette W. Yarwood 
yesterday in St. Agnes’s Roman Catholic 
Church, West Forty-third Street. 

St. Agnes’s is the parish church of 
Governor Smith, who attended the 10:15 
o'clock mass yesterday morning. 

“The very fact that God made all 
should impress upon us the fact that 
He can give us what we want if wo 
but aak; but é¢ven though we ask noth- 
ing more than we have, there is suf- 
ficient reason why we should pray,”’ 
eaid Father Yarwood. ‘We have much 
in this lifé that we do not deservé and 
can never é@arn. We should pray in 
thanksgiving for those gratuities from 
God, in appreciation of our gifts and 
graces. 

“We should pray in apology to God 
for the transgressions of our past, for 
the insults we have hurled at Him. We 
should pray for the strength and abfllity 
needed by us to attain the successes of 
this life. We should pray in thé very 
adoration of God. 

“People are inclined to doubt the eéf- 
ficacy of prayer because their requests 
are not immediately granted, but if we 
have confidence, patience and resigna- 
tion, and faith in Jesus Christ, and pray 
in the name of Christ, our prayers will 
be answered. 

“St. Thomas Aquinas has listed the 
reasons for the failue of supplicantsa to 
gain what they ask by prayer. Attach- 
ment to sin, lack of confidence and 
faith, and the fact that what we seek 
is not for our spiritual benefit he points 
to as the reasons,’’ 


LIKENS PREACHERS TO RADIO 


Dr. Sockman Says Listeners Must 
Be Attuned Like Receivers. 


Preaching on church going yesterday 
in the Madison Avenue Methodist 
Church, Madison Avenue and Sixtieth 
Street, the Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman 
urged people to attune their religious 
“wave lengths’? to the messages broad- 
cast from the pulpit. He said: 

“Every broadcasting station has its 
Own wave length, and if messages are 
to be recéived from that station thé re- 
ceiving instrumént must be adjusted to 
that particular length. If we would only 


récognize this same principle in religion, 
we should take a different attitude to6- 
ward it. When a man can not gét a 
cértain station on the radio, he doés nét 
firet writé to the broadcasters that 
their apparatus is out of order. Hé first 
examines his receiving instrument. But 
in religion when a man at a religious 
service finds no vital message getting 
across to him, does he in humility say, 
“What is wrong with me? I séeém to 
have lost my spiritual sensitivity." No, 
he goes out criticising the church and 
perhaps questioning the reality of re- 
ligion. We must adjust our receiving 
spirits to the divine wave length. 


STRESSES NEED OF PRAYER. 


The Rev. Herbert Gallmann Lays 
Many Failures to Its Neglect. 


Failure in life is in many cases thé ré- 
sult of the neglect of prayer, the Rév. 
Herbert H. Gallmann of the Lutheran 
City Mission Band said in his sé@rmo6n 
yesterday in the Immanuel Lutherat 
Church, Lexington Avenue and Bighty- 
eighth Street. 

“There are countless persons,’’ hé said, 
‘“‘who would not hesitate to ask friends 
or atquaintances, or even strangérs for 
almost anything, and yet they will not 
ask God for the things they are most 
in need of. No wonder s6 many people 
fail. The Lord can say t6 thém: 
‘Hitherto, you have asked nothing in My 
name.’

A commén éx- 
préssion 6n thé lips of Christian peoplé 
used to be ‘May God help me.’ Likewise 
it was once customary to say ‘Thanks 
be to God,’ when fortuné favored, or 
“The Lotd have mercy on us!"’ when af- 
fairs went wrong, but thése fine prac- 
tices have goné into the discard. 


VANITY AS A BARRIER. 


The Rev. Leonard F. Requa J°. Ad- 
vises on How to Seek Salvation. 


The Rev. Leonard F. Requa Jr., speak- 
ing on “Salvation According to Vision" 
in the Wadsworth ‘ Avenue’ Baptist 
Church, 124 Wadsworth Avenue, yester- 
day morning, said that salvation would 
come to those willing t6 “‘look’’ at 
Christ, spifitually and mentally.

MORE REAL RELIGION 
IS NEEDED, HE SAYS 


Dr. Bell Asserts Purpose of the 
Charch Is Not to Save 
Civilization. 


Humanitarianism is not real religion, 
and the purpose of the Church is not 
to,save society or civilization, said the 
Rev. Dr. Bernard I. Bell, President of 
St. Stephen's College, Annandale-on- 
Hudson, yesterday morning, in his ser- 
mon in the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine. 

“What is wrong with this very mod- 
érn, humanitarian, non-theological, non- 
liturgical religion,’’ he went on, ‘‘is not 
difficult to see. What makes it banal, 


what makes it to many people and es- 
pecially to young people often a bit of 
a bore, is that its devotees actually 
suppose that man himself is the céntre 
of the universe. 

“It is a faith for people without a 
sense of humor, devoid of imagination. 
Science has long ago upsét the notion 
which our fathers naively had, that 
physically everything—sun, moon and 
stars—revolves around the earth. At such 
an idea the modern man smiles indul- 
gently. But our fathers would have 
shouted aloud with body-filling laughter 
at the even more ludicrous notion held 
by the modern man that spiritually 
everything—cherubim, seraphim and God 
Himself—revolves around the human 
race. 

“It is quite natural that people who 
think that man is the centre of the cos- 
mos, and therefore of religion, shorld 
suppose that the end and aim of the 
Church is to save civilization, to pre- 
serve the social order. I am told that 
there are people who give wealth to the 
Church on the supposition that it will 
insure the status quo. I have even been 
told that a few péople have given money 
to build cathedrals with the notion that 
somehow they will be fortresses of s0- 
cial conservatism. It ought to be ob- 
vious enough that money so given con- 
stitutes a poor investment. 

‘“‘Let us by all means have more re- 
ligion, but let it be real religion, theo- 
centric, awed, a thing of beauty and of 
déep humility. And let us not seek it 
for the sake of preserving civilization, 
that relatively unimportant incident. Let 
us seek it because we have lost our way, 
in a maze of sin and pride; because we 
are lonely and life is dull and the 
world’s gaudy baubles seem like tinsel; 
because God is our true home.” 


DECRIES PACIFIC WAR GAME. 


Dr. Jefferson Says We Set the 


Stage for Another Conflict. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles A. Jefferson, 
pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle 
(Congregational) Church, Broadway 
and Fifty-sixth Streét, sald in his sér- 
mon yesterday that the abolition of war 
Was the greatest problém in the world 
today. f 

“The war game played recently in the 
Pacific was sorry business,’ he_ said. 
“The object of a war game fs always 
the same—increased appropriations from 
Congress. Evéry game demonstrates 
that our defenses are inadequate and 
that we need more ships, more guns, 
more fortifications, moé6ré men, mofe 
airplanes, more everything. 

“It was a tragic spectacle for our Re- 
public to play a war game in the Pacific 
at this time. We refuse to have any- 
thing to do with the only workable 
Schemes thus far devised for safeguard- 
ing the peacé of thé world, and go 
auntily forward to set thé atage of the 

acific for another war. We have by 
our foolishness ervongeyene’ thé jingo- 
ists and fire-éaters of Japan, and have 

shown the whole world that we as a 
nation have learned nothing from the 
great war.” 


CALLS RELIGION PRACTICAL. 


Albert Ribourg Says World 
Starves for Righteousness. 


The Rev. Albert E. Ribourg preached 
on “Building Up the Kingdom of God’’ 
yesterday in St. Andrew's Episcopal 
Church, Fifth Avénué and 127th Street. 

“The Kingdom of God which {s really 
thé kingdom: of rightéousnéss cannot 
exist in society unless it exists first in 
the heart of the individual,’’ he said. 

“The world is starving morally because 
it does not seek righteousness. Right- 
eousness finds some fitful and spasmodic 
éxpression, but it is not the law of so- 
clety. Poets praise it in their songs 
preachers glorify it in their essays, but 
nobody seems to suppose that it is 4 
workable rule of everyday life for ordi- 
nary mortals. 

“Righteousness in the heart, righteous- 
néss in every activity of life alone can 
reconcile men. 

“A return to rightéousnéss, which is 
really a return to God, who is the eéter- 
nal power that makes for righteousness 
and l6éve, is necessary if the fruits of 
nineteen centuries of Christian civiliza- 
tion are fot to be forever lost.”’

The Rev. Charles Francia Potter, 
minister of tho West Side Unitarian 
Church, 110th Street at Broadway, said 
in his sermon yesterday morning that 
an alliance of scientists and religious 
liberals was needed against the Funda- 
mentalists, in order to counteract the 
campaign of William Jennings Bryan 
and his associates. 

“While Mr. Bryan beclouds the issue, 
saying that the choice Is between fun- 
damentalisf and atheism,” he went on, 
“scientists and religious Modernists are 
preoccupied and ignorant of the” true 
state of affairs. If the voice which de- 
mands absolute acceptance of every 
word of the Bible is the only one to be 
heard, the leas educated will begin to 
believe that voice. 

“I choke when I quote Mr. Bryan say- 
ing ‘we scientists.’ But the Fundameén- 
ta iat is aggressive and so gains ground. 

“We are nes beginning to hear the 
Fundamentalist advance,” he continued. 
‘The Tennéssée trial is the opening bar- 
rage. The Mason and Dixon line may 
be the border, the no man’s land. Even 
now a New England trained biolo 
teacher cannot get a poat in thé South. 
We must study fundamentaliam as a 
scientist studies a disease. 

“We must acquaint the people in a 
campai of popular education with the 
facts of the Bible, its tmmoralities and 
contradictions. The Bible is wonder- 
ful Hterature, the progress of réligious 
groping, but it is not to be trusted. We 
must take ten of the hundred reasons 
for doubting the Bible's literal truth and 
drop them from airplanés if nécessary 
in centres in the South and West and 
in some parts of New York City. 

“Woe récognize that evolution is a4 
dogma. But it is a better hypothésis 
than the hypothesis of création in 
Genesis. Genesis is an amatéur attempt 
at an 6volutionary theory gince sur- 
passed.’’ 

Giving practical suggéstions as to how 
a League of Liberals should proceed 
after it is formed, the minister said: 

“Scientists should join the liberal 
churches, as indeed somé of them are 
already doing. Thére should be a gen- 
eral moving together of the forcés of lib- 
eralism. A common danger tends to 
bring about an integration of the men- 
aced groups. 

“Above all, let tts be animated by good 
will in all that we do. The Fundamen- 
talists think that they are fighting for 
the preservation of religion and morali- 
ty. Let us say to them, w@ also are for 
morality and character; but wé cannot 
gét it in your way. All we ask is that 
you grant us full liberty of thought, as 
wé freely grant it to you.” 


SEES BRYAN AS A PHARISEE. 


Dr. Stacey Says Some Men Allow 
Bible to Take the Place of God. 


“William Jennings Bryan thinks that 
God ceased spéaking to man after thé 
first chapter of Genesis was written,”’ 
said the Rev. Dr. Fred W. Stacey in 
his sérmon yesterday morning in St. 
James's Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Madison Avenué and 126th Street. 

“The troublé with Mr. Bryan and with 
some of his scientific opponents,’’ he 
continued, ‘is that they, like the Sad- 
ducees and Pharisees of 61d, demand 
to bé shown Signs, and they let signa 
stand between them and the true God. 
Some mén, and many of them in thé 
pulpit, allow the Bible t6 take the place 
of God, and othérs worship sciéntific 
truth alone. They will not go behind 
the signs and learn thé fréal spirit of 
Christianity—they mistake means for 
ends. 

“There can be no doubt that the broad 
general principle of evolution is true, 
that there is a gradual change from the 
8 aaller-to the larger and from the un- 
developéd to the more perfect. 
is no contradiction of Géd's work. God 
did not spéak to us once and then keep 
silence ; ite is speaking to tis everywhere 
and at all times.’’ 


AWAITING ENLIGHTENMENT. 


Seeks Solution of Fundamentalist) 


Issues, Rev. J. R. Atkinson Says. 


“Tl am éarnéstly seeking a solvent for 
the friction points that are most irksome 
in the Fundamentalist-Modernist contro- 
véray that ia engaging the attention of 
present-day Christians,” said the Rév. 
John R. Atkinson, réctor 6f Christ Epis- 
copal Church, Broadway at Sevénuty-first 
Street, in his sermon yesterday inorning. 

“If we are churchmen, Wé reverence 
thé werk and Worship of the Church,”’ 
he said, “‘but that does not mean, I 
think, that we can way that the Chiirch 
has beén always oné anid alWays holy.

TRIBUTE TO HUXLEY 
AS HONEST AGNOSTIC 


Dr. Newton Preaches on the Cen- 
tennial of the Scientist’s 
Birth. 


In a sermon célebrating the centen- 
nial of the birth of Huxley, the Rev. 
Dr. Joseph Fort Newton in the Univer- 
salist Church of the Divine Paternity, 
Centra] Park West and Seventy-sizth 
Street, said yesterday: 

“Huxley held that we must be as hon- 
est and clear-headed in religion as in 
science, and he was right. In regard to 
many high matters every man must con- 
fess himself an agnostic. unless, indead, 
hé is ominiscient. St. Paul did not pro- 
fess to know everything. ‘I know in 
part,’ he sald; but he looked forward to 
fuller knowledge. That is largely thé 
attitude in our time. The great fact 
about the educated thought of our day 
is the wide recognition by the human 
mind of its own limitation. There is 
much we do not know, but we know in 
part. Our knowledge is real as far aa 
it goes. Upon what we know we build 
our beliefs, 

“Today the number of wistful worship. 
ers at the altar of an unknown God Is 
very great. They ask for knowlédge 
where knowledge is not to be found. 
We must live by faith, and faith at its 
best is genius.”’ 


IN DEFENSE OF THE BIBLE. 


It Holds No Basis for Controversies, 
Says Dr. Henry Everton Cobb. 


Declaring that there is no basis in the 
Bible for the controversies of the differ- 
ent creeds, the Rev. Dr. Henry Evert-

The Four Horse- 
men that came galloping out of the West 
with Notre Dame put that seat of learn- 
ing on the map for a great many East- 
ern folks. The result of this victorious 
campaign has been to direct nation-wide 
attention to a camparatively small uni- 
versity. On the contrary, Harvard's 
teams and crews, beaten time after time 
and year after year, only act as adverse 
publicity before the masses for the splen- 
did institution on the banks of the 
Charles. Plenty of persons in this land 
of ours, whose analytical powers per- 
haps are scarcely overwhelmingly acute 
but who nevertheless have tongues and 
pocketbooks, are quite and volubly con- 
vinced that a great eleven means a great 
university and a bad eleven means a 
bad university. While a game is a game 
and scholarship is scholarship, yet a 
large percentage of the public gets the 
two confused. It certainly will not do 
Harvard's prestige a bit of harm if 
Chairman Pennypacker of the Athletic 
Committee, whose interesting article on

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CHESS 


Alexander Alekhine, famous Russian 
master, stands today as the central fig- 
ure in the world of chess and even his 
most severe critics are forced to con- 
cede that, with the possible exception of 
Dr. Emanuel Lasker, he must be ranked 
as the foremost candidate of the time 
for world's championship honors held by 
José R. Capablanca. Indeed, in view 
of the fact that the eminent German 
master and former champion appears to 
be content to rest on his laurels and not 
make another bid to regain the title he 
lost to the Cuban in 1921, Alekhine may 
be considered as the lone player likely 
to provide chess fellowers with that 


rare event—a worid's championship 
match. 

When Alekhine came to New York a 
little more than_a year ago he came 

well heralded. ‘Scores of his games 
had preceded him and in his exhibitions 
prior to the New York tournament he 
immediately gained wide favor. Classed 

as a ‘“hyper-modern.” he showed a 

soundness of play which, combined with 
| a vigorous, imaginative style that pro- 
duced genuine ‘‘brilliancies,”’ imme- 
aa, placed him as a player of dis- 
tinction. 
| In the New York tourney, however, 

Alekhine’s prestige suffered. He made 
a good showing, finishing third to the 
two recognized leading players in the 
world, Lasker and Capablanca, but it 
wasn't quite good enough to satisfy the 
skeptical. In addition he showed a ten- 
dency to lose his poise when under fire, 
which also fs not exactly expected of a 

The most trying 
disturb the calm of 
Lasker or Capablanca. Alekhine would 
fret and fume under mere time pres- 
sure. 

Since then, however, the Russian has 
achieved two crowning successes which 
now place -him undeniably in the fore- 
ground. The one was his work in an- 
notating the official scorebook of the 
New York tourney, a masterpiece in 
chess literature, which stamps him a 
genuinely great student of the game as 
well as a great player. The other was 
his victory in the recent Baden-Baden 
tournéy, in which he outstripped twenty 
opponents without losing a game, a re- 
markable feat in international chess 
play and one which ranks with that 
contributed by Marshall at Cambridge 
Springs in 1904. All of which finds the 
young Russian on the threshhold of a 
world’s title match with plenty of sup- 
porters, 

In the meantime, Marienbad, Germany, 
will take the spotlight in chess with 
another international tourney starting 
next Saturday. Although Alekhine is 
not entered, the field is of high calibre, 
Rubenstein, Marshall and Torre being 
among the headliners. The main strug- 
gle probably will be between Rubenstein 
and Marshall, but Torre is not to be 
overlooked. Appearing in his first 
major tournament at Baden-Baden, the 
20-year-old Mexican made a remarkable 
showing and with the experience gained 
he should provide even sterner opposi- 
tion for the world’s foremost players.

For that matter, the Italian 
dictator has only formulated in words 
an inevitable development if there is 
indeed to be a ‘‘next’’ world war. A 
nation in desperate straits will throw 
battalions of women into the fighting 
line. Necessity which knows ‘no law 
will attend to that. Nor will there 
be wanting rationalizers to point out 
how much more logical and merciful 
in the long run it is to send women 
into the trenches than to condemn 
millions of women to broken and ster- 
ile lives because the men who should 
have been their husbands have been 
killed off. 

Compared with this dread eventu- 
ality, compared with the demoraliza- 
tion of child life, which we must ex- 
pect when the mothers as well as the 
fathers are drafted away from the 
home, how pitifully short-sighted 
and cowardly are the fears and men- 
aces invoked by those who have set 
themselves against efforts under way 
to postpone or banish the threat of 
the ‘‘ next war’’? There is danger 
in ‘‘ commitments’’ to a League of 
Nations and in ‘‘ commitments ’”’ to a

We have no raw 
materials in’ the present Austrian State, 
nor have we the means to import them. 
We need the financial support which 
bankers usually care about giving only 
to businesses in their own country. We 
also are by nature a great centre of ex- 
change—of culture and of ideas as well 
as of commodities—between East and 
West. We can fulfill this mission only 
with a hinterland such as Germany of- 
fers us.”’

Davis, in Speech to Trainmen, 
Asserts Mexicans and Chinese 
Cross the Border. 


| CLEVELAND, May 17.—Secretary 
| James J. Davis struck at unregulated 
immigration of Mexicans, and what he 
|declared to be wholesale smuggling of 
jother aliens, in an address made here 
yesterday at the convention of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. He 
loffered as a remedy for this condition 
|/the annual enrolment of all aliens here, 
|} which he has been advocating for several 
| years. 
He alluded to the proposed importation 
|of 600 Japanese from California to work 
|muck land in Ohio, and intimated that 
| Chinese. are being smuggled into this 
| country. 
| “The greatest problem we have had 
jin twenty years,"’ said Mr. Davis, who

IS LIFTED IN SPAIN 


Royal Decree Restores Constitu- 


tional Guarantees Suspended 
in September, 1923.

MADRID, May 17 (A. P.).—The statu 
of siege which has been in existence 
since the advent of the Milltary Direc- 
torate has been lifted and constitutional 
guarantees have been restored in Spain 
under a royal decree issued today. 

King Alfonso, in promulgating the de- 
cree, says that General Primo de Ri- 
vera, President of the.Military Direc- 
torate, requested it, and adds: 

“The state of siege declared by the 
Military Governors of the provinces and 
in the Balearic and Canary Islands on 
Sept. 15, 1923, is hereby lifted. 

“Matters which under the state or 
siege have come under the jurisdiction 
of the military tribunals again return 
to the ordinary courts of law if, by 
| their special nature, they are not re- 
served by the courts for the attention 
| of the military jurisdiction."

Declares It Takes More to Carry’! 
Potatoes Ten Miles Here Than | 
the 1,100 From Michigan. 


New York housewives pay retail prices 
for fruits and vegetables that are prac- 
tically double the wholesale prices, ac- 
cording to findings of the Port of New 
York Authority, made public yesterday. | 
The survey of local fruit and vegetable | 
prices, both wholesale and retail, ex- 
tended over a period of two years. The 
results are shown in a pamphlet en- 
titled, “‘Some Facts About Margins and | 
Costs." The study was made by the} 
Port Authority in connection with its | 


plans for effecting economic changes in | 
New York City’s facilities for distribu- | 
tion. A summary of the survey says: 
“It has been found that the consumer | 
In New York and vicinity is today pay- | 
ing practically twice the wholesale value | 
for his fruits and vegetables. Fourteen 
of the principal fruits and vegetables 
in common use formed the bases of the | 
study and it is revealed that for these | 
commodities the cost of distribution, or | 
the ‘spread’ between the wholesale price | 


and the cost to the consumer, is 47 per} 
cent. of the ultimate retail price. Such 
nigh city margins obviously must impose 
e heavy burden on the average family 
through its food bill, 

“Public spokesmen have blamed the 
excessive cost of distributing food upon 
high cartage and handling charges, mid- 
dlemen’s profits, wastage, spoilage, too 
many retail dealers, or too much credit 
and delivery. This study shows just 
how important some of these elements 
are in the cost to the consumer. 

“It costs more to carry a sack of po- 
tatoes ten miles in New. York than to| 
haul it 1,100 miles from Michigan. 

“From the analysis of the performance | 
of a fleet of produce trucks it was found 
that for each 100 hours duly paid for, | 
only 36 hours were spent in actual pro-| 
ductive service. The remaining 64) 
hours represented wasted time through | 
delays at terminals and stores, con- 
gested streets, partial loads, and _ idle | 
time because of no work. ‘Translated | 
into money, this waste effort represents | 
46 cents of every dollar spent for cart- 
age. Only 26 cents of each dollar re- 
ceived is charged to productive work 
Little chance of Improvement is expected | 
under the existing terminal conditions. 

“Considering the high cartage expense 
ft comes as a surprise to find that the 
total cost of physical handling, includ- 
ing floating of cargoes in the harbor, 
vier station handling, loading and un- 
oading, adds less than ten per cent. to 
the sum paid by the consumer. Other 
items are revealed to be of greater im- | 
portance in absorbing the retail food 
dollar."’ 

The survey disclosed that there was an | 
average loss of 10 per cent. from shrink- | 
age and deterioration in New York's | 





produce receipts, and that the cost of 
delivering produce to the consumer is | 
increasing so rapidly that the consumer 
is beginning to carry his purchases 
home. On this point the survey says: | 

“The market basket was discarded in | 
favor of the retailer's delivery wagon, 
while salesmen were sent for the daily 
order until replaced by the telephone. | 
Neither the customer nor grocer realized | 
the rapidly mounting cost of this ser- 
vice until it was reflected in lower | 
prices through the appearance of the 
et cash-and-carry neighborhood store. | 

Yow the pendulum appears to be swing- | 
ing back, not to the old market basket 
though, but to the brown paper parcel. 
The survey shows that the consumers | 
save about 14 per cent. by paying cash | 
and carrying the package of fruit or | 
vegetables home, an important item in | 
the household budget. } 

“The most surprising result of this | 
study is probably the discovery that the | 
cost of distribution from wholesaler to | 
consumer is as great for a small pur- 
chase as for a large one. Today only 
27 per cent, of the consumer's dollar, 
spent for potatoes, goes for city distribu- 
tion, whereas 63 per cent. of his dollar, 
spent for white onions, is absorbed ‘n 
this way. The consumer buys about six | 
and one-half pounds of potatoes at a 
time, but only two pounds of onions. He 
spends 27 cents at a time for potatoes, 
but only 20 cents for onions. The dis- 
tribution charge is about the same for | 
the small sale as for the large one. It} 
is therefore apparently the making of 
the sale which generates the cost and | 
hot the size or value of the sale. 

“The portion of the consumer's dollar | 
would decrease, it is believed, if these 
purchasers would consistently buy more 
of every commodity at a time. Such a 
policy would mean, however, many 
changes in the marketing system and in| 
the service rendered. A reduction in the | 
number of retailers would probably fol- | 
low, and no longer would there be a 
store within a few steps of every con- 
sumer. Moreover, the family ice box | 
would likely have to be enlarged to hold 
the extra volume of purchases.”’

Trains Collide Bringing Crowds 
Home From Coney.

BOTH TRAVELING SLOWLY 


Ensulng Darkness When Towerman 
Throws Switch Puts Passengers in 
Panic, Calmed by Police. 


Nine persons were injured, noe seri- 
ously, when a Myrtle Avenue elevated 
train crashed into a Culver line train, 
homeward bound from Coney Island 
filled with women and children, at 
Myrtle and Hudson Avenues, Brooklyn, 
just after 8:30 o’clock last night. 

Only the fact that both trains were 
traveling very slowly is believed to have 
averted a calamity. As it was, the 
first car of the Myrtle Avenue train 
was derailed and remained suspended 
perilously near the edge of the elevated 
structure until wreckers removed it sev- 
eral hours later. 

The Culver Line train, in charge of 
Motorman Kiernan Murray of 96 Amity 


Street, was turning into Myrtle Ave- 
nue when the Myrtle Avenue train, also 
bound for New York, and in charge of 
Motorman August Glanz of 31 Milton 
Street, approached. Glanz either did 
not see the signal set against him or 
made no attempt to stop. His train 
crashed into the rear of the third car 
of the Culver Line train. 

The crash was followed almost in- 
stantly by a huge display of sparks from 
the third rail. Panic ensued. Men and 
women fought to reach the doorways. 
Several women fainted and women and 
children were trampled in the rush. 

Tto make matters worse, Henry Gott- 
schalk, the towerman at Hudson Avenue, 
who had seen the accident and the 
flashes from the’ third rail, shut off 
the power immediately, leaving the 
trains in darkness. 

Elevated guariis who sought to re- 
strain the occupants of the trdins from 
leaping to the trestles were brushed 
aside. Men and women, many of them

Patrolman Oscar Mayer, who had 
been directing traffic near the Flatbush 
Avenue elevated station, had seen the 
flashes from the third rail. He sent in 
a call for fire apparatus and summoned 
police reserves. 


The reserves and firemen arrived 
about the same time and police clam- 
bered up fire ladders and onto the 
elevated structure. Their first task was 
to restore order. The occupants of the 
trains were clambering all over the 
trestle, and efforts made by the trainmen 


to lead them toward the Bridge Street 
station along the narrow fottpath be- 
side the tracks were unsuccessful. 

But the police were not long in get- 
ting the situation in hand, despite the 
fact that many women rebelled at the 
idea of walking five blocks along the 
footpath. 

The firemen supervised the removal of 
the injured from the trains. Michael 
Rosalio, 15 years old, of 149 Navy 
Street, Brooklyn, who had boarded the 
Myrtle Avenue train only a few min- 
utes before, was the most seriously 
hurt. He was taken to Cumberland 
Street Hospital suffering from internal 
injuries and a sprained ankle.

RAILROAD WAS A PIONEER 


First Electrification Begun In 1904, 
and in 1905 Service Started 
From Flatbush to Jamaica.

When the Jamaica-Babylon electric 
service begins on May 21, the Long 
Island Railroad will have 300 miles of 
first, second, third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth track, company and private sid- 
ings equipped for multiple-unit electric 
operation, On the authority of the Inter- 
national Railway Association, the Long 
Island ‘‘was the first suburban railroad 
to electrify, and is still the most exten- 
sive installation for multiple-unit electric 
operation in this country.”’ 

Actual construction on the first stretch 
of electrified line on the Long Island was 
begun in June, 1904. This embraced the 
territory lying between Flatbush Avenue 
Terminal, Brooklyn, and Rockaway 
Park, a distance of sixteen miles. On 
Aug. 30, 1905, the first electrical train, 
with Jamaica as its objective, was op- 
erated out of the Flatbush Avenue 
Terminal. Electric trains began running 


to Belmont Park on Oct. 2, 1905, and 
° Springfield Junction Oct. 16, 1905. 

Simultaneously with the inauguration of 
service between Brooklyn and Valley 
Stream, on Dec. 11, 1905, the Lon 
Island discontinued operation of al 
steam trains in and out of Flatbush 
Avenue Terminal 

The line from Springfield to Valley 
Stream was electrified and service start- 
ed on May 17, 1906. Between Queens and 
Hempstead electric operation became ef- 
fective May 26, 1908. The next piece of 
electrification was between Jamaica and 
Long Island City. This was placed in 
operation June 23, 1910, the same day 
that the _ electrified line to Glendale 
Junction, known as the Glendale Cut-off, 
was put in service. 

To effect a physical connection with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in Manhat- 
tan, the Long Island electrified its main 
line from Jamaica to Harold Avenue, 
Sunnyside Yard, Long Island City, and 
across town to the Pennsylvania Station 
at Seventh Avenue and Thirty-third 
Street. Electric train service began out 
of the Pennsylvania Station Sept. 8, 
1910. On the same date electrification |

On May 21, when the Summer schedule 
goes into effect, the Long Island will 
establish electric service to and from 
Babylon, on the Montauk Division, both 
tracks on that division between Jamaica 
and Babylon having been electrified.

WASHINGTON, May 17 (A. P.).— 
Wheat areas in fifteen European coun- 
tries, other than Russia, were reported 
today by the Department of Agriculture 
as being slightly larger than last year, 
with indications that the yield would 
be above the ten-year average. 

“Prices,”’ the department said, ‘“*have 
had a tendency to strengthen, and may 
be expected to maintain levels favorably 
comparable with those of last year.’’ 

Growing conditions in most of the 
world’s wheat-producing countries were 
reported better than at this time last 
year. In Canada conditions were repre- 
sented as especially good, but estimates 
for India and the United States indi- 
cated a combined reduction of 190,000,000 
bushels. India is not expected to have 
an exportable surplus, and present con- 
ditions indicate that the United States 


will be. on a domestic price basis far 
the greater part, if not all, of the sea- 


son. 

Wheat afloat April 1 totaled 84,000,000 
bushels, against 86,000,000 bushels March 
1, with stocks appreciably lower in im- 
porting countries. Wheat exports from 

outhern countries have declined sharp- 
ly, the department added. 

Cotton exports in April amounted to 
485,022 bales, as compared with 750,000 
bales in March, and 322,503 in April, 
1924, the department reported. Exports 
for the season ending April 30, however 
ran to 7,876,000 bales, against 5,339,000 
bales for the same period of 1924. 

Cable dispatches to the department 
say that cold and windy weather have 
delayed the growth of cotton in Egypt.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


The Drift of Spring-Time Trade 
—Aspects of England’s Gold- 
Resumption Problem. 


The outstanding movement on last 
week's financial 
slackening of vigor in the recovery of 
stocks and the return to purely pro- 
fessional initiative, this while the 
market for high-grade investment 
bonds was stirring with fresh activ- 
ity. Such combination of tendencies 
would appear to indicate that the sub- 
stantial advance on the Stock Ex- 
change a week ago was inspired by 
retreat of speculators for the decline 
rather than by new interest on the 
part of the investing public. So far 
as regards the basis for a rising stock 
market, it can only be said that the 
signs of the moment in trade and 
industry are precisely what they have 
been during the past six -months— 
loadings of railway freight which 
fairly matched the high Springtime 
record even of 1923 and far exceed 
that of all other vears; monthly ex- 
change of checks drawn on the coun- 
try’s banks which not only foot up 11 
per cent. above last year but exceed 
by 444 per cent. the showing of 1920, 
when prices were 20 per cent. above 
the present average. 

This once more unmistakable 
proof that trade of a volume unprece- 
dented for the season is in progress; 
conducted, however, with deliberation 
by the merchants, who buy as they 
see immediate requirements ahead, 
who recognize that the reserve capac- 
ity of producers and the prompt de- 
livery by the railways render unnec- 
essary competitive bidding for goods 
r ‘‘future orders.’’ Producers do not 
call this trade prosperity, but it cer- 
tainly has none of the marks of trade 
reaction. 

Last week's reports on the April for- 
eign trade of the“United States and 
of Great Britain probably suggested 
to most peopte ‘the difficultieS in thé 
way of England’s gold-resumption 
policy. Roughly converted into Amerr 
ican values, merchandise imports into 
England during the four past com- 
pleted months exceeded exports by 
$670,000,000, comparing with an im- 
port surplus of $370,000,000 for the 
same months in 1924, of $330,000,000 
in 1923 and of $220,000,000 in the 
pre-war year 1913. By way of con- 
trast, our own four months’ surplus 
of exports over imports is $256,000, - 
000, against $175,000,000 last year, 
an import surplus of $85,000,000 two 
years ago, and only $32,000,000 ex- 
port excess in the sume period of the 
pre-war year. 

Nevertheless, New York is not im- 
porting gold on balance and sterling 
exchange is above. the rate at which 
shipments to New York would be 
practicable The explanation is well 
enough known. Last week’s annual 
estimate of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, on the actual foreign trade bal- 
ance of the United States, held that 
the $970,000,000 merchandise export 
surplus for the calendar year 1924 
was almost wholly counterbalanced by 
net payments of various kinds made 
in the year to foreign markets, by 
the year’s excess of gold imports over 
exports and by American capital in- 
vested abroad during the year, leav- 
ing practically no surplus of exports 
on all accounts. The British Board 
of Trade, on the other hand, has esti- 
mated that Great Britain’s import 
surplus of some $1,600,000,000 for 
1924 on merchandise and bullion ac- 
count was offset by net) payments of 
the outside world to England on other 
accounts footing up about $1,700,000, - 
000. In other words, the two official 
estimates reckon that, on all accounts 
combined, the current balance of for- 
eign trade is slightly in favor of Eng- 
land and slightly against the United 
States. i 

This does not prove that the gold- 
resumption experiment has a neces- 
sarily smooth path ahead of it. If New 
York is not taking gold from _ the 
Bank of England, India is doing so; 
the movement of Transvaal gold into 
the Bank is still an uncertainty, 
and the recourse of pre-war days, 
whereby gold shipments to the East 
were offset by gold drawn from the 
Continent by a higher bank rate, is 
not at the moment workable. What 
then is to be the consequence? 

Presumably, that we shall presently 

see what was seen a thousand times 
before the war and has been seen 
more than once since pre-war days— 
}the international movement of capi- 
ltal superseding and actually revers- 
ing the balance on merchandise ac- 
count. How much of the habitual 
| pre-war remittance of foreign deposit 
| balanees to London was lost through 
the war, the suspension of gold pay- 
ments and the prolonged uncertainty 
j}over the pound sterling’s value, it is 
not possible to estimate. How great 
| will be the increase in such remit- 
tances, once the world 
that England is not only willing but 
able to restore free gold payments, is 
equally a matter of conjecture. 

But there can be no possible doubt 
of the nature of the movement. If it 


is 


is doubted how far that movement will | 


affect the sterling market, one has 
only to observe the effect of an oppo- 
site movement on French foreign ex- 
change. During the past year and 
at the present time France has pro- 
duced very much the largest merchan- 
dise export surplus in its history and, 
in money value, the largest ‘‘invis- 
ible credit’’ on account of tourist ex- 
penditures in France; yet the frano’s 
| price on the international market is 
lower than 
ij} huge import surplus was reported in 
foreign trade in merchandise. * The 
French market itself has not hesitated 
to explain this paradox by the with- 
drawal both of home and foreign capi- 
tal from France, as a result of dis- 
trust excited by the recent misman- 
egement of the national finances.

RAINS HELP WINTER WHEAT. 


Heading in Many Sections — Corn 
and Cotton Planting Progress. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, May 17.—A good part of 
the Southwest had rains last week, im- 


Groving crop conditions, particularly of 
Winter wheat, which is heading in many 
sections. The entire agricultural sec- 
tion of the country would be benefited 
by good rains and warmer weather, and 
private forecasts are for higher tem- 
peratures. In the Northwest growth of 
Spring wheat was slow owing to low 
ter-peratures. 

In Canada seeding operations are well 
along, although delayed in some sections 
of the West by cold weather. Dry soil 
and low temperatures have restricted 
planting and germination of corn. 

In the Southwest and in most of the 
South corn is about all 
Planted. In Iowa 50 to 75 per cent. of 
the acreage has been planted, and in 
the Middle West planting has progressed 
to a limited extent as far as the north- 
ern row of counties in Illinois. “ Small 
grains generally are doing well. 

Cotton planting in Texas is well ad- 
vanced, with every effort being made to 
put in a large acreage. It is claimed by 
some authorities that cotton can be 
planted up to June 1 and make a good 
crop, providing conditions are favorabla. 
In Texas prospects are for an increase 
In the boll weevil pest.

CONFLICTING MOVES 
IN WESTERN BUSINESS 


Railway Traffic and Dry Goods 
Purchases Large, bat Advance 
Orders Lacking. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 17.--Reports from 
whplesalers and retailers of commodities 
show gains over recent weeks and last 
year. There were’ more buyers of dry 
goods in the market than a year ago, 
with shipments larger, but no disposition 
shown to load up in excess of *equire- 
ments. for the present or immediate 
future. 

The steel industry 1s confronted with 
lighter bookings of tonnage but with 
continued good production, with mills 
running 75 to 90 per cent. in the Chicago 
district and more orders for fabricated 
steel than have existed at this time in 
recent years, 

Pig iron production has declined mate- 
rially and in the face of this prices 
were lowered $1 a ton within the week. 

Decreased consumption of coke has re- 
sulted in lower prices, while in the coal 
trade both buyers and sellers were in- 
different as to doing business. Increased 
building activity is giving employment 
to a greater number of workers and en- 
larging buying of lumber, cement, brick 
and lime. Slowness characterized trad- 
ing in wool and the market is easy, 
while packer hides were picked up at a 
quarter cent advance. Automobile inter- 
ests are producing at a heavy rate, yet 
some of the larger manufacturers are 
behind in their deliveries. The oil situ- 


ation is working into a more favorable 
condition, 

Railroad traffic and bank clearings 
present a favorable showing as com- 
| pared with last year and should not be 
lost sight of in sizing up the business 
situation. Banks in the agricultural 
regions are in better sha than in re- 
cent years. Farmers reduced their in- 
debtedness to bankers, and country 
banks in turn have cut down their 
borrowing. 

There 1s an abuhdant supply of funds 
and credit, yet loans of the Seventh 
Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago were 
materially decreased last week. The 
simultaneous reduction in gold reserves 
and deposits brought the ratio of re- 
serve up to 78.5, compared with 76.1 
the previous week and 83.5 per cent.

Railroad freight loadings are in ex- 
cess of last month’s and last year's, re- 
flecting a large business throughout the 
country.

Hogs Are Down 40 Cents and Lambs 
Nearly a Dollar.

CHICAGO, May 17.—Hogs closed with 
the top $12.20 and an average for Satur- 
day of $12, or 45 cents lower than a 
week ago. Larger receipts than ex- 
pected—141,000, or 30,000 more than the 


previous week, and only 3,000 tess than 
last year—broke prices $1.10 from the 
week’s high. The week’s average of 
$12.45 compared with $11.65 the previous 
week and $7.30 last year. 

Packers bought 109,000 against 72,000 
the previous week and 122,000 last year. 
Estimates for this week are 135,000 
while last year’s receipts were 164,753 
at Chicago. 

Cattle prices closed unchanged to 25 
cents lower on beef steers, with the 
average $10.05 against $10. 10 the pre- 
vious week and $9.65 last year. Feed- 
ing steers sold at about the same prices 
as the previous week. The weeks ar- 
rivals were 57,700. against 55000 last 
year, and 60,000 are expected this week, 
which will compare with 65,495 reeatved 
last year.

\SURVEY NOW BEING MADE 


McFadden’s Proposed Bill 
Cause Inflation Then Deflation, 
it Is Charged. 


Lines are being formed in the banking 


world to defend the Federal Reserve 


system against legislative attacks that 
are regarded as inevitable in the next 


session of Congress. The onening gun 
in the campaign to amend the Federal 
'Reserve act has been fired by Represen- 
tative L. T. McFadden, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Banking and 
Currency, with the announcement 
that he will introduce a bill ‘‘to 


demobolize the Federal Reserve Banks 


by repealing certain war-time amend- 
ments that clothed them with extraordi- 
mary powers to control credit.’” Demands 
for amendments are expected from other 


quarters when the session gets under 


way. 
, The committee making the study is 
‘headed by Evans Woollen of Indianap- 


| olis, who is also Chairman of the Eco- 
nomic Policy Commission of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association. Its report 
wili be made at the monee of the asso- 
ciation in Atlantic City in September 
end is regarded as certain to furnish the 
subject for spirited discussion. 

One topic of discussion has been the 
$200,000,000 Federal Reserve credit re- 
cently extended to the Bank of England. 
Iivery banker appears to believe that 
this operation was wise and necessary 
and that it wil] have a helpful in- 
fluence in me —y* the trade of most 
of the world. But there are a few who 
believe that the credit should have 
been arranged through the banks them- 
aelves, rather than through the Federal 
Reserve machinery.

discounts of acceptances. They Ceclare 
that presumably the reason acceptances 
purchased in the open market were not 
originally made available as collateral 
for Federal Reserve notes was that at 
the passage of the act there were no 
acceptances and it was difficult to fore- 
tell how the permission td create them 
would be used. 

By 1917 the creation of acceptances on 
sound lines had been developed. The 
acceptance represents a movement of 
oods to market; it bears an additional 
ankigg name as compared with the 
romissory note, and, critics of the 

cFadden bill declare, it should be 
eligible for use as cOllateral against 
Federal Reserve notes whether redis- 
counted or purchased in the open mar- 
ket.

Together with the 
withdrawals by the member banks inci- 
dent to the excess reserves contemplated 
by Mr. McFadden, it is estimated that 
the total net loss of gold from the Fed- 
eral Reserve System would be more than 
$1,700,000,000, which would reduce the
